Asked for Roads

Preliminary steps to place a county-wide road construction

bond issue of $265 million on the Nov, 2 ballot were taken this

week by the County Board of Supervisors on motion of Supervisor

Kenneth Hahn,

As proposed by Supervisor Hahn, the bond issue would finance

the construction and widening of
882 miles of secondary highway
and streets of major importance
throughout the county ineluding
many that cut through Torrance.

“Bvery city and every com:
munity would be affected by thls
road program,” Supervisor Hahn|
said, pointing out that the roads|
to be improved have all been
listed by Road Commissioner
Sam R. Kennedy as being criti-
cally deficient.

Final Vote Due

Supervisor Hahn's motion to
instruct the County Counsel to
prepare a resolution to place the
bond issue on the November bal-
lot was unanimously carried, It
15 expected thal the final vote on
the resolution will oceur in about
two weeks,

Roads in the Torrance area
which will be improved. if the
bond issue goes through are Ava-
lon Blvd. from Manchester Ave.
to Pacifio Coast Hwy., 11.3 miles;
